I would love to see you 
putting out car loads from each sta- 
tion, enabling .von to -iiip ui reason- 
able prices and secure the largest 
proflts. 

"One small county in Arkansas, 
namely. Crawford county, ships 
from 1 7 ■' III L'Mi c ar lo.ids of straw- 
berries .uul iiiHl lar l.ials of pota- 
toes Till, revenua from these sour- 
ces Is mure than the cotton crop of 
that roiiniy. ' 

"I am conlUletit that the resnlls 
of this niei-;;ii(; will do much good 
toward upbuilding the farming In- 
terests ot til is SCI tlon."
